HOW TO PLAN 


More Pointers for People Who 
Wish to Develop the 
Most Artistic 
Gardens. 

(By Louis A. Greata.) 

In Los Angeles, Pasadena, Riverside, 
Redlands, Hollywood and the region 
so covered area few persons of ample 
means and an extensive knowledge of 
ornamental plants, artistic by nature 
and having seen the world. They are 
not only competent to plan and plant 
their own grounds to the best advan¬ 
tage but their grounds afford food for 
study and observation to those who 
have such things in mind and heart. 

They are few, however, who really 
have an extensive knowledge of intro¬ 
duced and native ornamental plants. 
It is a matter of years to acquire it, by 
special application. It is generally a 
matter of years under favoring condi¬ 
tions. Now this has a great deal to do 
with the subject of decorative planting 
because it leads to the consideration of 
some important points. 

First, there are many people who 
think they know much about plants 
and about artistic planting but they 
do not; they undertake to gather ideas 
and use their own judgment and they 
generally make a mess of it. It is not 
often that a trained eye does not detect 
a misplaced tree or shrub detrimental 
to the whole or to a large part of the 
effect. 

There is another result from knowing 
too little or too much. The nursery¬ 


man has but little encouragement to 
undertake the investigation and propa¬ 
gation of plants not commonly known. 
He must grow the very common and the 
common stock because that is what the 
people will ask for. 

It is amazing how few know anything 
of the many excellent trees and shrubs 
offered by our nurseries. Glance over 
this list of most excellent shrubs. Many 
of them are really quite common and 
no doubt familiar to a number of read¬ 
ers. It is only a casual list:

Mr. M. Olsen, the shoe man, has been 
experimenting and after a 16-day fast 
declares that fasting does about all that 
is claimed for it. For 16 days preced¬ 
ing Monday last he partook of no food 
in any form. He took nothing into his 
stomach except water, slightly flavored 
occasionally with a little fruit juice to 
vary the monotony of the taste. Mon¬ 
day morning he began to break his fast 
by eating half of a beaten egg. Later in 
the day he ate the rest of the egg and 
before evening had a sumptuous ban¬ 
quet on an entire egg taken all at one 
meal. He is gradually increasing his 
rations. 

Fasting is not difficult, says Mr. 
Olsen. It only requires a little will 
power during the first four days. After 
that it is easy. He lost about ten 
pounds in weight during his fast. But 
that is doubtless due to the fact that he 
did considerable work. He helped 
build a stone wall, worked on a barbed 
wire fence and worked at his shoe 
bench at times. After the first four 
days he felt fine at all times and is now 
enthusiastic in his praise of that method 
of treating digestive difficulties.
